KINGSTON SIXKIXG. 


St. Augustine, Fla., Jan. IS.—Wire- 


ess messages received at the station 
on Anastatia island by Chief Electri- 
cian Elkins say that Kingston is sink- 
ing gradually; that many holes and 
cracks 100 feet deep were formed by 
the earthquake, and that grave fears 
are felt that the entire city will slip 
into the bay. 


London, Jan. 18.—Sir Alex Rwetten- 


tiam, governor of Jamaica, wires the 
colonial office as follows: 


"Continuing my previous telegram 


on the subject of the earthquake. The 
evil effects have been confined almost 
to three parishes of the island, name- 
ly, Kingston, Port Royal and St. An- 
drew. The fire at Kingston has prac- 
tically ceased; only coal and rubbish 
are now burning. The district burned 
comprises a triangular area between 
the parade gardens, the sea, Duke 
street and Princess street. The parjsh 
church forms the apex of this triangle, 
which comprises about one-thirtieth 
part of the town. The burned area is 
being cleared slowly owing to the in- 
dispositon of the population to labor 
at double the usual wages. There are 
a few bodies still covered with ruins. 
The burials comprise 343. The per- 
sons admitted to hospital in Kingston 
total 440, excluding some 60 cases sent 
to Spanish town from Kingston for 
treatment. 


"The 
population Is generally en- 


camped on the parade grounds, the 
race course and the open spaces. 
It 


is reluctant to return to its ruined 
houses during the fine weather. The 
usual provision shops are tn the 
burned area, and there is consequently 
difficulty in buying provisions. I am 
arranging for sales temporarily and 
for the transfer of persons to other 
parishes. There was some pilfering 
at night from deserted shops. The 
population is wonderfully patient, but 
listless." 
"" 


The earthquake came as a sudden 


oscillation, not from any particular 
direction, but up and down. Thou- 
sands of persons were on the streets 
of Kingston at the time, and great 
numbers of them were crushed Many 
Americans in Kingston were killed 
and have been buried. 


Port Antonio, on the north of the 


island, suffered little damage. The 
Hotel Titchfield, with 100 American 
guests, was not destroyed. 
A tidal 


wave has inundated Anotta bay, wash- 
ing out many houses. The shock was 
severe at Richmond, and this town 
also was destroyed by fire. Spanish- 
town also was damaged. One man 
was killed and 10 injured there. 


The number of dead is placed vari- 


ously at from 500 to 1,200, and the 
number of injured runs into the thou- 
sands. Ten thousand people are said 
to be homeless. The danger of fam- 
ine has increased, and with it stalks 
the specter of pestilence. 
There is 


urgent need of supplies of all kinds. 


Supplies For Sufferers. 


New York, Jan. 18.—The first cargo 


of supplies to be sent from Xew York 
in aid of the stricken people of Ja 
maica will be shipped today on the 
Hamburg-American steamer Alleghe- 
ny. President Cleveland Dodge of the 
Xew York state branch of the Xation- 
al Red Cross was authorized by the 
national organization to expend $5,000 
in the purchase of supplies, and ar- 
rangements were completed for the 
transportation of a portion of this. 


Thousands Killed.

FLOOD

Dempsey and Chief of Police Millikm 
inspected all flooded sections of the 
city, and the mayor will at once draw 
on the $10,000 emergency fund for the 
relief of sufferers by flood. All school 
Buildings and churches in the east end 
lave been opened as temporary homes 
for those whose own nomes have been 
invaded by the river 
The streetcar 


ines in both the east and west sides 
and in the suburbs on both sides of 
the river have been badly crippled. 
About 2,000 people on a hill known 
as Turkey Ridge, in the east end, have 
been isolated by the flood, which cut 
them off from the mainland. Many of 
them were forcibly removed by the 
police to places of greater safety. In 
Newport, Ky., the flood area cov- 
ers about eight MOCKS, and 300 fami- 
lies have been compelled to vacate 
their homes. Much damage is being 
done in Covlngton to residences and 
business houses along the river front. 
Traffic generally in the river district 
on both sides of the river has been , 
suspended. 


The railroads are great sufferers. 


In the Mill Creek valley the market 
gardeners lose heavily, and traction 
and railroad lines1 in all directions 
outside of the city, especially along 
the river, have suffered. 


Situation In West Virginia. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 18. — Dispatches re- 


ceived from West Virginia report that 
the Ohio river is rising rapidly. At 
New Martinsville the West Virginia 
Short-line railroad is tied up by high 
water and landslides. At Clarksburg 
the West Fork rivei1 has reached the 
danger mark, and no trains can be 
operated on the West Virginia and 
Pittsburg branch of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad. The Monongahela river 
has reached a 30-foot stage at Fair- 
mont, Va., and is rising a foot an 
hour. The lowlands are inundated. 
The Ohio river at Huntington, W. Va., 
is 52 feet 4 inches high and rising. 
Parkersburg is being flooded by the 
Ohio and Little Kanawha rivers. 


Gas Cut Off. 


Portsmouth, O., Jan. 18.—A break 


in the mains which carry natural gas 
from West Virginia to this city sud- 
dently threw Portsmouth into almost 
total darkness last night and added 
terror to the flood situation. The 
break occurred in the river crossing 
at Hanging Rock. The city power 
plant was cut off. The accident has 
resulted in general discomfiture and 
in greatly interfering with the moving 
of the people from the flooded dis- 
tricts. Streetcar traffic was suspend- 
ed for an hour. Some city schools 
have been placed at the disposal of 
families driven from their homes. 


Great Floods at Evansville. 


Evansville, Ind.. Jan. 18.—The Ohio 


river continues to rise here. The Wa- 
bash and White rivers are also rising 
at a rapid rate, and no letup is in 
sight. White river spread out over a 
stretch of over 10 miles of country in 
Knox and Gibson counties. It is now 
predicted that the Ohio river here will 
go at least to the 45-foot mark, and 
perhaps higher This will be 2.S2 feet 
under the stance reached during the 
great flood of 1<?S4. Stories of great 
destitution are coming in almost every 
hour, and boats will be secured and 
sent out through the flooded districts 
and the refugees will be brought in.

Washington, Jan. 19. — Senator 


Blackburn offered an amendment to 
Senator Foraker's Brownsville substi- 
tute, disclaiming any intention on the 
part of-the senate to question tha 
president's right to discharge the 
negro troops. 


The senior senator from Ohio, who 


concluded the argument, at once de- 
clared his opposition to the amend- 
ment. He discussed the power of the 
executive, holding that the affray at 
Brownsville ought to be investigated 
simply as to the facts, and the ques- 
tion of power determined later if it 
should arise as the result of the in- 
quiry. He reviewed his previous ut- 
terances, maintaining the same posi- 
tion in every respect. He replied to 
arguments which have been made 
since his first speeches, especially 
those of Senators Spooner and Knox. 
He defended the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
reviewing 
the 
"escapades" it is 


charged with, expressing his astonish- 
ment that the record furnished the 
senate by the war department in this 
particular was not complete, and stat- 
ing that in response to his request it 
had been supplemented by informa- 
tion which was decidedly favorable to 
the regiment. 
Consideration of the 


resolution was deferred until Monday. 


The Republican leaders accept the 


Blackburn amendment as a political 
move, and most of them express the 
opinion that it is the result of a Dem-

Increase in Typhoid 


Fever. 


Pittsburg, Jan. IS—That this city 


is destined to 
experience 
anothc;- 


great typhoid fever epidemic, as bad 
if not worse than the one of a yp^r 
ago, is, in the opinion of health bu- 
reau officials, almost certain. At this 
time the daily number of cases 
re- 


ported is about normal, but a mark- 
ed increase is expected soon. 


A continuance 
of the 
inclement 


weather will have a tendency to has- 
ten the speed of the disease which 
under ordinary weather 
conditions 


would be at hand in the latter part. 
of March or in April. In that season 
the last great epidemic was at 
its 


worst, more cases being reported for 
the month of April than in any oth- 
er morth in the history of the city. 


The health' authorities 
are now 


combating a local 
epidemic of ty- 


phoid 
fever 
in 
the Twenty-first, 


Twenty-third and Twentieth 
wards 


in the order named, principally in th,? 
former. 
These three wards are said 


to compose the fever belt, 
the in- 


crease in the Twenty-first being quite 
heavy. 


During 
the last epidemic 
the 


Twenty-third ward in Hazelwood liad 
the greater number 
of fever cases, 


but of late the scourge of the dis- 
ease seems to have 
shifted to the 


Twenty-first. Dr. James F. Edwards, 
superintendent 
of the 
bureau 
of 


healuh, believes that the large num- 
ber of foreigners in the ward is re- 
sponsible for the increase. 


"The ward is somewhat unsettled 


as yet." said Dr. Edwards, "and that 
may have something to do with it. 
But th<? laxity of the foreign element 
I have learned, is to blame." 


" The 14 words of the south side ex- 
perience an aggregate total of

cases each month. Almost any other 
ward in the city has this number of 
cases each month. 


MINERS' CHARGE. 


Department of Commerce and Labor 


Conducted In Capital's Interest. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. IS.—The del- 


egates to the eighteenth annual con- 
vention of the United Mine Workers 
adopted a resolution demanding the 
separation of the department of com- 
merce and labor and establishing a de- 
partment of labor. The resolution also 
attacked Oscar Straus, the new secre- 
tarry of the department of commerce 
and labor, charging him with permit- 
ting and aiding employers to violate 
the contract labor act. It was also de- 
clared that the department was being 
conducted more in the interest of capi- 
tal than labor, and that in order that 
the interests of labor shall be guarded 
and the purpose of the act creating 
the department carried out, that a 
consistent friend of labor should be 
placed at the head of it.
